The ST. LOUIS CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE was originally author. 
ized by the General Conference of 1850; and it has been duly recog- 
nized and its editor elected by every General Conference since. 

The General Conference of 1882 having authorized the delegates 
of the patronizing Conferences to select an editor for this ADVOCATE; 
and, having by Conference action approved of the selection of Rev. D. 
R. McAnally, D. D., the patronizing Conferences have indorsed the 
ADVOCATE at every annual session during these years. Hence it is 
the child of the church in every sense, It is not only, therefore, entitled 
to the support and patronage of the Conferences, but its very existence 
is derived from them. 

At the session of the Southwest Missouri Conference, in 1881, Mr. 
Logan D. Dameron, the business manager, proposed to surrender the 
entire ADVOCATE property, with both the financial and editorial 
control, to the patronizing Conferences. The joint committee ap- 
pointed by Bishop Pierce to consider the proposition, accepted only 
that part of it tendering the 3 management to the Conferences;

AN ACCIDENT ON THE GRAND TRUNK. 


Toronto, Ont., September 2%.—Three Pullmans 
and the private car of Chief Engineer Hannaford of 
the Grand Trunk Express for Montreal and Boston 
left the track near Pickering Station last night, ow- 
ing to a broken frog. and went over an embankment 
twenty-five feet high. At the time of the accident 
it was very dark and rain was pouring down in tor- 
rents, The crash of the rolling cars, the screams of 
the women, and groans and shrieks of the wounded, 
all emanating from the intense darkness, were ter. 
rible to listen to. The horrors were multiplied 
when Chief Engineer Hannaford’s coach took fire. 
The flames burned fiercely despite the pouring rain, 
and quickly communicated to the Pullman that 
came next, though there the flames were 
stayed. A large number of the towns- 
people quickly gathered and assisted in rescuing the 
passengers from the burning Pullman as quickly as 
possible. The passengers collected together and 


the roll was called, when it was found that about a 


dozen were injured, but none seriously. How all es- 
caped is a mystery. One of the coaches was mashed 
into kindling wood. All were whirled overand over 
several times, yet many escaped absolutely unhurt, 
while most of the wounds are of a slight character. 
The injured were taken to Whitney, where medical 
aid was procyred. The damage to track and rolling 
stock is estimated at 8100. 000.

Whom the President Had in Mind. 


Wasurvoton, D. C., September 25.—Judge Walter 
Gresham, Postmaster-General received a telegram 
from the President after 11 o'clock last night in- 
forming him of his appointment to the secretary- 
ship of the treasury. He immediately qualified and 
sent the President his resignation as Postmaster: 
general. At 10 o’olock;this morning Gresham went 
to the treasury with Secretary Chandler. His des- 
ignation from the President was given him by O. L. 
Pruden, assistant private secretary to the 
President. His commission was made out 
by third assistant secretary of state, 
A. A. Ades. The two assistant secretaries of 
the treasury, French and Coon, were present and 
tendered their congratulations. The new secretary 
will leave here this morning to consult with the 
president. Under the law the Fret Assistant Post- 
master-General Hatton becomes Acting Postmaster- 
General for ten days. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY COON. 

WasuHrneTon, D, C., September B.- The President 
to-day designated Assistant Secretary Coon to act 
as Secretary of the Treasury during the ab- 
sence or sickness at any time of Secretary. 
Gresham. Assistant Secretary French has always 
heretofore acted in this capacity. Mr. Coon is also 
authorized by the secretary to sign, in his stead, All 
warrants for the payment into the public 
and all warrants for dis-

MERELY AN ACCOMMODATION,

The Work of the Flower Mission for 
Eleven Years.

Some Figures Showing the Manner in 
Which the Organization has Grown—In- 
teresting Incidents Connected With the 
Labors of the Members. 


On the 10th of May, 1873, several ladies met and 
organized a plan of giving flowers to the sick in the 
hospitals. For the first year but little impression 
was made on the public by this disinterested benev- 
olence, but during the second year of its existence 
the mission enlisted the support of other kind 
women, and its field has been constantly growing 


wider, and its assistance greater and more un- 
stinted. The membership has increased to such an 
extent that over 125 ladies, directly and indirectly, 
contribute to its present progress, aud more than 
fifty fair hands are engaged weekly over the table 
at their rooms, at 1107 Olive street. in arranging 
bouquets, selecting reading matter and picking over 
the fruit, preparatory to making the usual 
round of  inspiri and brightening visitation.

There is to he some oratory for the Anti-

lican organization in Kansas and in Iowa.

A NARROW CHANCE, 


Unsuccessful Attempt of a Pair of Jail Birds 
to Gain Their Liberty. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, f 
Mont Moonx, RockLAxD Couwry, N. V., Septem- 
ber 25.—In the little hamlet of New City, which. is 
the county town of Rockland County, are the 
county buildings, consisting of a central building, 
the first floor and basement of which is used as the 
residence of the Sheriff, and the second floor as the 
court room. On the north is a wing, two stories in 
height, which is used as a jail; on the south is the 
new wing, in which are situated the County officers 
and Surrogate Court.» In the Jail there are at pres- 
ent some eleven prisoners, among whom are James 
Reagan, who was shot a week ago at Monsey, by 
Elmer E. Johnson, a merchant of Suffern, whose 
store had been broken into and robbed 
by Reagan. Patrick Boyle, whois to be tried for 
manslaughter in causing the death ofa fellow la- 
borer, in a brick yard at Stony Point, by striking 
him on the head with a cord wood stick, in August 
last,and Robert Murray, who was caught in the act of 
burgiary at the house of Mr. A. H. Jackman, in 
Nyack on the 23d of August last, Thereare several 
others who are confined on various charges, princi- 
pally drunk and — iy For several days, the 
sheriff, John A. Harring, had noticed a growing in- 
timacy between Reagan, Murray and Boyle 
and became satisfied that the wounds of 
Reagan were not the only cause of 
the assiduous sympathy displayed, and that an old 
jail-bird of experience was very likely to hatch some 
lot that would result in causing trouble. For a 
ew days the Sheriff kept a careful and unsuspected 
watch on the workings of these three worthies, and 
subsequentevents have shown that his prudence 
didn't display itself too soon. During the absence 
of the Sheriff on Sunday peculiar noises were heard, 


like the gnawing of rats, which were reported to the 


Sheriff on his return. Everything was quiet until 
about half past 2 o'clock morning. 
when the mysterious gnawing ot rats 
was again heard, and a secret watch was 
set on the cell in which Murray and Boyle were con- 
fined. About 8 o'clock, the cell door swung open 
2 on its binges and Murray left the cell, 
followed by Boyle. raised the grating from the 
register pipe and, or folding his coat in the 
pipe so as not to seratch body prepared to slide 
tothe cellar and prospects of freedom, At this 
moment the Sheriff opened the outer door and the 
disappointed prisoners bolted forth to their. gelis 
like frightened rats.
